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The  Poultry  and  Egg  Situation  is  published  in  February, 
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Larger  production  and  reduced  prices  for  eggs  and 
turkeys  relative  to  a  year  ago  are  likely  for  spring  and 
summer.  Less  broiler  production  is  in  prospect  through 
summer,  while  prices  this  spring  probably  will  average 
above  the  relatively  low  levels  of  a  year  earlier  and  then 
maintain  their  edge  the  rest  of  1971. 

January-March  egg  output  rose  4  percent  over 
year-ago  levels.  Production  this  spring  may  increase  less 
than  usual,  but  in  coming  months  will  stay  relatively 
large.  There  are  a  few  more  layers  this  spring.  Growers 
have  reduced  pullet  chick  placements  for  laying  flocks 
during  the  past  several  months.  However,  use  of  the 
recently  approved  Marek's  disease  vaccine  may  trim 
chick  mortality  and  boost  the  proportion  of  these  birds 
that  eventually  will  lay.  Thus,  chick  placements,  even 
assuming  relatively  heavy  culling  of  old  flocks,  are  likely 
to  hold  layer  numbers  above  last  year  through  most  of 
1971.  The  higher  rate  of  lay  so  far  this  year  may  also  be 
sustained.  Not  only  have  more  pullets  entered  the  laying 
flock,  raising  productivity  potential,  but  producers  have 
also  culled  old  flocks  heavily  in  recent  months. 

Egg  prices  are  weak  as  production  continues  high. 
Producers'  prices  during  January-March  averaged  33.3 
cents  a  dozen,  nearly  15  cents  below  the  relatively  high 
prices  of  the  first  quarter  of  1970.  Prices  of  Grade  A 
large  eggs  delivered  in  Chicago  ran  around  33  cents  a 
dozen  the  week  after  Easter.  They  likely  will  decline  as 
usual  this  spring  as  output  increases,  then  rise  seasonally 
this  summer.  But  larger  egg  supplies,  smaller  use  of  shell 
eggs  by  chick  hatcheries,  and  larger  supplies  of  other 
high-protein  foods,  particularly  pork,  will  work  against 
egg  prices  this  summer,  holding  them  below  the  year-ago 
average.  However,  there  are  prospects  for  strong  demand 
for  shell  eggs  by  breakers  and  higher  consumer  incomes. 

Broiler  output,  nearly  matching  the  year-ago  pace  in 
January  and  February,  will  move  upward  as  usual  this 
spring  and  summer.  However,  production  likely  will 
moderately  lag  last  year's  record  volume  in  this  period. 
Broiler  chick  placements  in  22  States  indicate  that 
market  supplies  of  broilers  in  April-May  will  be  down 
moderately.  Placements  in  February -March  were  about  6 
percent  under  a  year  earlier.  In  addition,  broiler  type 
eggs  in  incubators  on  April  1  were  down  7  percent. 

Broiler  prices  strengthened  in  early  1971  and  moved 
above  1970  levels  in  February,  then  again  slipped  below 
in  March.  Prices  have  shown  some  strength  in  the  past 
few  weeks.  Since  production  is  likely  to  trail  year-earlier 
levels  in  coming  months,  prices  may  pick  up  and  do 
better  than  last  year  for  the  balance  of  1971.  Abundant 
pork  supplies  will  exert  continued  downward  pressure 
on  broiler  prices  in  the  spring  and  summer. 

Farmers  boosted  turkey  poult  production 
substantially  in  September  1970-February  1971, 
indicating  greater  turkey  meat  output  in  the  first  half  of 
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1971.  Output  of  turkey  meat  leaped  30  percent  in 
Federally  inspected  slaughter  plants  during  the  first  2 
months  of  1971.  Larger  January  1  cold  storage  stocks 
also  are  working  to  keep  supplies  large  into  summer. 

However,  recent  signs  point  to  a  slowdown  in 
slaughter  in  the  second  half,  when  most  of  the  turkeys 
go  to  market.  The  year's  output  may  be  close  to  that  of 
1970.  The  March  poult  hatch,  the  beginning  of  the  main 
hatching  season,  was  6  percent  smaller  than  a  year 
earlier.   And  there   were  9   percent  fewer  eggs  in 


incubators  on  April  1.  In  addition  producers  have 
sharply  stepped  up  marketings  of  young  banded  breeders 
through  Federally  inspected  slaughter  plants  in  recent 
months. 

Producers'  turkey  prices  during  January-March 
averaged  21.4  cents  a  pound,  nearly  4  cents  below  the 
first  quarter  of  1970.  Prices  this  spring  and  summer 
likely  will  remain  weak.  Prices  next  fall  may 
approximate  last  fall's  levels,  as  turkey  supplies 
moderate  and  as  pork  output  runs  below  a  year  earlier. 


EGG  SITUATION 


Production  Advances 

Egg  output  this  year  continues  to  run  well  above  a 
year  earlier.  January-March  production  totaled  49.9 
million  cases— up  4  percent  from  the  same  months  of 

1970.  Production  during  March  averaged  558,000  cases  a 
day,  about  1  percent  more  than  in  February  and  3 
percent  above  March  1970. 

Larger  output  in  1971  has  resulted  from  a  larger  and 
younger  more  productive  flock.  The  size  of  the  laying 
flock  averaged  328  million  during  the  first  quarter  of 

1971.  This  compares  with  324  million  for 
January-March  1970.  The  average  daily  rate  of  lay 
during  January  at  59.7  eggs  per  100  hens  was  up  more 
than  2  percent  from  the  relatively  low  rate  of  January 
1970.  The  rate  increased  seasonally  and  averaged  61.7 
eggs  in  March,  2  percent  above  a  year  ago.

Producers  started  1971  with  3  percent  more  layers  on 
farms  than  a  year  earlier.  But  pullets  3  months  old  or 
older  not  yet  laying  were  down  2  million  to  47  million. 
However,  the  smaller  number  of  older  pullets  was  more 
than  offset  by  the  larger  number  of  pullets  under  3 
months  old.  This  group  was  up  4  percent  from  a  year 
earlier  to  53  million. 

Culling  of  older  laying  flocks  in  early  1971  continued 
heavy.  Slaughter  of  mature  hens  in  Federally  inspected 
plants  has  exceeded  year-earlier  levels  each  month  since 
February  1970.  Increased  culling  generally  resulted 
because  of  the  declining  egg-feed  price  ratio  and  the 
sharp  increase  in  hatchings  of  replacement  pullets  in 


1970.  The  egg-feed  price  ratio  was  7.2  for  March  1971 
compared  with  10.2  in  March  1970. 

Based  on  slaughter  of  mature  hens  in  Federally 
inspected  plants,  culling  during  January-February  this 
year  was  up  more  than  a  fifth.  During  this  period  32 
million  mature  hens  were  marketed  through  these  plants 
compared  with  26  million  a  year  earlier.  Weekly  reports 
indicate  that  slaughter  of  mature  hens  in  recent  weeks 
has  continued  well  above  a  year  ago. 

Prices  Weaken 

Egg  prices  this  year  have  averaged  well  below  a  year 
earlier  largely  as  a  result  of  a  4  percent  larger  egg  output. 
Generally,  a  small  increase  in  egg  production  results  in  a 
much  larger  decline  in  egg  prices.  Similarly,  a  small  drop 
in  egg  output  usually  results  in  a  sharp  price  increase  in 
egg  markets  (figure  1). 

In  addition  to  larger  egg  production,  reduced  demand 
for  hatchery  purposes  has  helped  deflate  egg  prices. 

Prices  received  by  producers  in  January-March 
averaged  33.3  cents  a  dozen,  nearly  15  cents  below  the 
relatively  high  prices  a  year  earlier.  Producers  received 
31.6  cents  a  dozen  in  March  about  1  cent  below 
February  and  11  cents  below  March  1970. 

Wholesale  prices  for  Grade  A  large  eggs  delivered  in 
Chicago  trended  downward  to  a  low  of  31.5  cents  a 
dozen  in  early  March,  then  strenghtened  in  early  April  as 
a  result  of  increased   demand  during  the  religious

White,  80  percent  Grade  A. 
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holidays.  The  Chicago  price  for  Grade  A  large  eggs 
averaged  about  36  cents  a  dozen  for  the  first  week  of 
April.  Subsequently  prices  weakened  and  averaged 
around  33  cents  a  dozen  in  mid-April. 

Inputs  Cost  More 

Prices  paid  by  producers  for  most  production  items 
during  January-March  continued  the  uptrend  of  recent 
months.  The  index  of  prices  paid  by  farmers  for 
production  items  (including  feed,  interest,  taxes,  and 
wages)  as  of  mid-March  was  113  (1967=100),  up  2 
percent  from  mid-December  and  4  percent  above  a  year 
earlier.  Laying  feed  costs  averaged  $88  a  ton  in  March 
compared  with  $87  in  December  1970  and  $83  in  March 
1970. 

Breakings  Rise;  Other  Uses  Sluggish 

The  demand  for  shell  eggs  for  most  uses  in  early  1971 
ran  well  below  a  year  earlier.  Egg  breakers  were  the 
exception.  Liquid  egg  producers  in  the  first  2  months  of 
1971  used  18  percent  more  shell  eggs.  Their  use  during 
these  2  months  represented  9  percent  of  total  eggs 
produced  compared  with  8  percent  a  year  earlier. 

January -March  liquid  egg  production  for  immediate 
consumption  was  up  34  percent  from  a  year  ago  and 
accounted  for  about  17  percent  of  total  eggs  broken. 
Breakings  used  for  drying  increased  38  percent  while 
production  of  frozen  eggs  gained  2  percent.  Larger 
production  resulted  in  cold  storage  stocks  increasing 
sharply;  on  April  1  they  totaled  1.5  million  cases  shell 
equivalent,  up  0.1  million  cases  from  January  1  and  0.4 
million  cases  above  April  1,  1970.  Stocks  of  shell  eggs 
also  increased  sharply,  from  51,000  cases  on  January  1 
to  98,000  cases  on  April  1.  This  compares  with  83,000 
cases  on  April  1,  1970. 

After  purchasing  6.5  million  pounds  of  egg  mix  in 
1971  at  a  cost  of  $5.2  million,  USDA  suspended  the  egg 
mix  purchase  program  until  after  Easter.  These 
purchases  are  euqivalent  to  about  331,000  cases  of  shell 
eggs.  USDA  last  year  began  its  egg  mix  buying  in  April. 
Egg  mix  is  a  dried  product  consisting  of  51  percent 
whole  egg  solids,  30  percent  nonfat  milk  solids,  15 
percent  corn  oil,  and  1  percent  salt. 

USDA's  egg  mix  purchases  for  all  of  1970  totaled 
16.6  million  pounds  at  a  cost  of  $14  million.  This  was 
the  shell  equivalent  of  about  846,000  cases.  Total 
purchases  this  year  through  April  14  was  7.5  million 
pounds  at  a  cost  of  $6.1  million.  Approximately 
380,000  cases  of  eggs  are  required  to  produce  this 
quantity  of  mix.  USDA  resumed  purchases  of  egg  mix 
on  April  14  with  a  purchase  of  972,000  pounds.  Under 
the  resumed  program  only  shell  eggs  of  U.S. 
Procurement  Grade  1  (substantially  equivalent  of  U.S. 
Grade  A),  medium  or  large  size,  will  be  acceptable  in 
production  of  dehydrated  egg  mix.  In  the  past,  any  eggs 
of  current  production  were  accepted. 


Fewer  eggs  are  being  used  for  chick  hatching  this 
year.  During  January-February,  6  percent  less  eggs  went 
for  broiler  chick  hatchings  and  11  percent  less  for 
egg-type  chick  hatchings  than  in  the  same  months  of 
1970.  Hatchery  use  of  eggs  in  these  months  accounted 
for  about  7  percent  of  total  egg  output  compared  with  8 
percent  a  year  earlier. 

Imports  of  shell  eggs  and  egg  products  declined  in 
late  1970  and  early  1971  largely  as  a  result  of  sharply 
,  lower  U.S.  egg  prices.  Imports  of  shell  eggs  and  egg 
products  totaled  3.2  million  cases,  shell  equivalent,  in 
the  last  quarter  of  1970,  nearly  1  million  cases  below  the 
previous  quarter  and  about  2.8  million  cases  below  the 
last  quarter  of  1969.  During  January-February  this  year 
imports  were  equivalent  to  81,900  cases,  compared  with 
448,600  cases  in  January-February  1970.  Although  egg 
imports  for  all  of  1970  more  than  tripled  the  1969  level, 
they  amounted  to  only  about  one-half  a  percent  of  total 
U.S.  egg  production. 

Lower  domestic  egg  prices  in  late  1970  and  early 
1971  resulted  in  increased  egg  exports  and  shipments  to 
American  territories.  Exports  of  eggs  and  egg  products 
during  the  last  quarter  of  1970  totaled  123,000  cases,  up 
15  percent  from  the  same  quarter  of  1969.  Exports  of 
eggs  in  January-February  totaled  84,400  cases  compared 
with  74,300  cases  in  January  1970. 

Shipments  of  eggs  and  egg  products  to  American 
territories  in  October-December  1970  totaled  about 
300,000  cases,  shell  equivalent,  nearly  double  shipments 
in  these  months  of  1969.  Shipments  in  January  this  year 
totaled  184,600  cases  compared  with  116,800  cases  a 
year  earlier. 

Proposed  Regulations  for  Egg  Products  Inspection 

On  March  10,  USDA  announced  proposed  regulations 
to  implement  the  new  Egg  Products  Inspection  Act 
(Public  Law  91-597).  These  regulations  were  published 
in  the  March  17  issue  of  the  Federal  Register. 

The  act  consists  of  three  major  parts.  The  first  two 
parts  apply  equally  to  interstate,  instrastate,  and  foreign 
commerce.  They  provide  for  (1)  mandatory  continuous 
inspection  of  egg  products  processing  plants,  (2)  the 
control  of  restricted  shell  eggs  (inedibles,  incubator 
rejects,  chicks,  dirties,  and  loss  eggs),  and  (3)  the 
requirement  of  uniform  standards,  grades,  and  weight 
classes  for  shell  eggs  sold  in  interstate  commerce. 

The  continous  inspection  of  egg  products  processing 
plants  becomes  effective  July  1,  1971.  The  other 
provisions  of  this  act  do  not  become  effective  until  July 
1, 1972. 

The  Consumer  and  Marketing  Service  of  USDA, 
which  will  administer  the  act,  has  for  many  years 
conducted  a  voluntary  egg  inspection  program. 
Requirements  of  the  voluntary  program  were  used  as  a 
basis  for  the  proposed  regulations  on  equipment, 
facilities,  sanitation,  and  processing  requirements.  The 
proposed    regulations   also   cover  exemptions, 
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Federal-State  cooperation,  labeling,  record  keeping,  and 
imports. 

Proposed  regulations  for  shell  eggs  are  not  complete. 
Additional  regulations  and  modifications  will  be 
published  before  the  effective  date  of  July  1,  1972. 


OUTLOOK  FOR  EGGS 

Vaccine  Promises  Another  Production  Gain 

Egg  output  likely  will  increase  seasonally  and 
continue  to  run  well  above  a  year  ago  in  coming  months. 
The  larger  production  is  expected  because  of  a  slightly 
larger  laying  flock  and  a  higher  rate  of  lay.  The  laying 
flock  on  April  1  totaled  324  million,  about  1  percent 
above  a  year  ago.  Also  the  industry  anticipates  more 
than  the  usual  number  of  replacement  pullets  entering 
the  laying  flock  from  the  current  hatch  as  a  result  of 
Marek's  disease  vaccine  use.  Reports  indicate  that  the 
mortality  rate  of  pullets  prior  to  entering  the  laying 
flock  may  be  reduced  sharply  from  the  high  rate  of 
recent  years.  If  this  materializes,  the  number  of  pullets 
available  for  flock  replacements  in  late  1971  may  be 
near  a  year  earlier  despite  sharply  reduced  hatchings. 

Pullet  chicks  placed  for  laying  flocks  during  October 
1970  through  March  1971  totaled  144  million,  down  11 
million  from  a  year  earlier.  Most  of  these  pullets  will 
enter  the  laying  flock  during  the  spring  and  summer 
months.  (Figure  2.)

1  One-half  of  egg-type  chick  hatched  plus  pullet  chicks  placed 
domestically  for  broiler  hatchery  supply  flocks  by  leading 
breeders. 

Control  of  Marek's  disease  may  also  result  in  a 
healthier  laying  flock  and  an  increased  rate  of  lay.  Egg 
output  per  hen  has  been  above  year-earlier  levels  since 
last  November  and  likely  will  continue  higher 
throughout  most  of  1971.  Replacement  of  large 
numbers  of  older  birds  by  pullets  has  resulted  in  a 
younger  and  more  productive  flock.  In  addition,  fewer 
hens  have  been  force  molted  in  recent  months. 

Data  on  the  percent  of  the  laying  flock  forced  molted 
in  17  selected  States  are  now  being  reported  by  USDA's 
Statistical  Reporting  Service.  On  April  1,  9.7  percent  of 
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the  laying  flocks  in  17  States  had  gone  through  a  forced 
molt  while  another  2.8  percent  were  in  the  molting 
process  as  of  this  date.  This  compares  with  10.4  and  3.4 
percent  respectively  on  March  1,  1970. 

Producers  planned  as  of  February  1  to  purchase  5 
percent  fewer  replacement  chicks  and  started  pullets  in 
1971  than  in  1970.  Intentions  to  cut  back  were  reported 
in  all  regions  except  the  South  Atlantic  which  indicated 
a  3  percent  increase.  The  South  Atlantic's  laying  flock 
on  January  1  this  year  was  down  1  million  or  about  1.5 
percent  from  a  year  earlier.  The  South  Central 
region— down  less  than  1  percent— was  the  only  other 
area  to  show  a  decline. 

Hatchery  activity  in  the  last  half  of  1970  was  down 
about  2  percent.  In  recent  months  it  has  dropped 
sharply.  The  January-March  egg-type  hatch  lagged  a  year 
earlier  by  12  percent  and  eggs  in  incubators  on  April  1 
were  down  10  percent.

Prices  to  Strengthen  in  Summer 

Egg  prices  are  expected  to  decline  as  usual  this  spring 
as  production  increases  seasonally  and  continues  to 
outpace  1970.  However,  egg  prices  likely  will  strengthen 
and  may  average  near  year-earlier  levels  in  late  summer 
and  fall  as  production  declines  relative  to  a  year  ago. 

Larger  egg  supplies,  smaller  use  of  eggs  by  hatcheries 
at  least  until  mid-year,  and  larger  supplies  of  other 
high-protein  foods,  particularly  pork,  will  work  against 
egg  price  strength.  These  factors  outweigh  prospects  for 
strong  demand  for  shell  eggs  by  breakers  and  higher 
consumer  incomes.

1  to  2  percent  more  of  the  total  broilers  moving  through 
Federally  inspected  plants,  output  adjusted  for  the 
number  of  days  would  be  about  the  same  as  a  year 
earlier.  Output  in  February  at  26.5  million  pounds  a  day 
was  down  6  percent  from  January  and  about  1  percent 
below  February  1970.  The  weight  of  broilers  marketed 
during  January-February  this  year  averaged  3.68 
pounds— about  1  percent  heavier  than  a  year  earlier. 

Pork  Competition  Limits  Broiler  Price  Strength 

Broiler  prices  have  strengthened  in  1971  but 
generally  have  lagged  year-earlier  prices.  Wholesale  prices 
of  ready-to-cook  broilers  in  9  cities  averaged  27  cents  a 
pound  during  the  first  quarter  of  1971,  about  2  cents 
above  the  last  quarter  of  1970  but  about  1  cent  below 
January -March  1970.  Wholesale  broiler  prices  in  9  cities 
during  January  were  26.4  cents  a  pound,  more  than  2 
cents  below  a  year  earlier.  Broiler  markets  temporarily 
moved  above  1970  levels  in  late  February  and  early 
March,  apparently  because  of  a  moderate  increase  in 
pork  prices.  Subsequently  broiler  prices  weakened  as 
pork  markets  declined.  The  rise  in  pork  prices  reflected  a 
shift  to  somewhat  lower  slaughter  levels  although  still 
well  above  a  year  earlier.  Prices  have  shown  some 
strength  in  recent  weeks,  and  wholesale  broiler  prices  in 
early  April  at  around  26  cents  a  pound  were  about  a 
cent  below  a  month  earlier  and  only  slightly  below  a 
year  ago.  Lower  broiler  prices  during  most  of  this  year 
reflect  the  sharply  larger  pork  supplies.  Beef  output  has 
been  about  the  same  as  in  early  1970,  but  prices  have 
been  higher. 

Broiler  production  costs  have  continued  to  rise  and 
currently  are  well  above  1970.  The  index  of  prices  paid 


BROILER  SITUATION 

Production  Holds  Up 

Broiler  meat  output  in  early  1971  was  near  the  high 
levels  of  a  year  ago.  Output  in  Federally  inspected  plants 
of  certified  ready-to-cook  broiler  meat  during  January 
totaled  563  million  pounds,  down  3  percent  from 
January  1970.  However,  there  was  one  less  slaughter  day 
in  January  this  year  than  in  January  1970.  On  a  daily 
rate,  output  averaged  28.2  million  pounds  a  day  or 
nearly  2  percent  above  January  1970.  With  an  estimated

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by  farmers  for  production  items  for  March  was  about  1 
percent  above  February  and  up  nearly  6  percent  from  a 
year  earlier.  Broiler  feed  prices  during  January— March 
averaged  $99  a  ton  compared  with  $94  last  year. 

Lower  broiler  prices  and  higher  feed  prices  have 
depressed  the  broiler-feed  price  ratio.  The  ratio  fell  to 
2.4  in  December  1970,  a  record  low  since  comparable 
data  were  collected.  The  ratio  strengthened  in  early 
1971  and  was  2.7  in  mid-March  compared  with  3.1  a 
year  earlier. 

USDA  Chicken  Buying  Halted 

USDA  purchases  of  canned  boned  chicken  for  food 
help  programs  were  discontinued  in  March.  Since  the 
program  was  announced  in  May  last  year,  purchases  have 
totaled  1.9  million  dozen  cans  of  boned  chicken 
equivalent  to  about  93.8  million  pounds  of  whole 
carcass  fowl  at  a  cost  of  $37.2  million.  Of  this  amount 
285,600  dozen  cans,  equivalent  to  13.8  million  pounds 
of  whole  carcass  fowl,  were  contracted  for  in  1971.  In 
addition,  USDA  purchases  of  fresh  frozen  cut-up  young 
chicken  for  the  school  lunch  program  in  January 
(program  discontinued  January  12)  totaled  4.2  million 
pounds  at  a  cost  of  $1.3  million.  Purchases  during 
January  1970  totaled  7.3  million  pounds  at  a  cost  of 
$2.5  million.  Total  purchases  of  fresh  frozen  cut-up 
young  chicken  during  the  1970/71  school  year 
amounted  to  52.2  million  pounds  at  a  cost  of  $15.9 


million  compared  with  50.5  million  pounds  at  a  cost  of 
$17.4  million  for  1969/70  school  year. 

Through  March  of  this  year  USDA  contracted  to 
make  payments  under  the  export  payment  program  on 
2.8  million  pounds  of  young  chicken  to  be  shipped  to 
Switzerland  and  Greece  at  a  cost  of  $393,000.  This 
compares  with  shipments  of  2.4  million  pounds  in  the 
first  quarter  of  1970  at  a  cost  of  $311,000. 

BROILER  OUTLOOK 

Output  to  Lag 

Broiler  meat  output  will  increase  seasonally  in 
coming  months  but  is  expected  to  lag  behind  last  year's 
relatively  high .  output.  Broiler  chick  placements  for 
market  supplies  this  spring  will  be  above  winter  but 
about  6  percent  below  April-June  1970.  Weekly  broiler 
chick  placements  in  22  important  States  during 
February  and  March  were  about  6  percent  below  the 
61.5  million  chicks  placed  weekly  during  the  same 
period  of  1970.  (Figure  3.)  Also,  eggs  set  in  these  States 
for  April  placements  were  down  about  7  percent. 
Placements  will  increase  seasonally  this  spring  but  will 
remain  moderately  below  last  spring's  placement  of 
about  63.7  million  weekly. 

Lower  broiler  prices  and  higher  production  costs, 
particularly  feed  costs,  have  resulted  in  producers 
cutting  back  on  the  number  of  pullets  going  into  the

broiler  hatchery  supply  flock.  Pullet  placements  for  the 
hatchery  supply  flock  generally  have  lagged  the  previous 
year  since  April  1970.  Based  on  pullet  chicks  placed 
7-14  months  earlier  the  hatchery  supply  flock  size  has 
been  declining  since  January  of  this  year  and  is  currently 
near  year-earlier  levels.  The  flock  will  continue  this 
downtrend  and  by  next  August  likely  will  total  about  24 
million  layers,  nearly  5  percent  fewer  than  in  August 
1970.  This  would  be  the  smallest  broiler  hatchery  supply 
flock  since  September  1970.  Thus,  any  expansion  in 
broiler  output  next  fall  may  be  limited  by  the  size  of  the 
hatchery  supply  flock.  However,  many  in  the  poultry 
industry  feel  that  the  use  of  the  newly  approved  Marek's 
vaccine  will  substantially  reduce  the  mortality  of  pullets 
placed  in  the  laying  flock,  resulting  in  a  moderately 
larger  flock  from  the  same  number  of  pullets  hatched. 
This  increase  likely  will  not  be  apparent  until  at  least 
late  in  1971.

Firmer  Prices  After  Midyear 

Increased  turkey  and  pork  supplies  likely  will  hold 
broiler  prices  this  spring  near  a  year  earlier.  Prices  may 
strengthen  in  the  summer  and  average  moderately  above 
the  second  half  of  1970.  Larger  pork  supplies  will  be 
around  through  summer.  Although  relatively  large,  pork 
supplies  may  be  slightly  below  a  year  earlier  next  fall.  As 
hog  slaughter  declines  seasonally  this  spring,  pork  prices 
will  likely  begin  their  rise  to  a  summer  high.  Spring 
prices  will  strengthen  but  will  remain  well  below  prices 
in  the  spring  of  1970.  Slackening  in  pork  output  late  in 
1971  and  higher  prices  than  last  year  will  lessen  the 
downward  pressures  on  broiler  prices,  particularly  in  the 
fall. 

TURKEY  SITUATION 

Production  Up  Sharply 

Higher  turkey  prices  during  most  of  last  year 
stimulated  producers  to  expand  turkey  poult  production 
in  late  1970  and  early  1971.  Production  during 
September   1970-February   1971   totaled   35  million

poults,  about  6  million  more  than  in  the  same  months  a 
year  earlier.  Thus,  output  of  turkey  meat  in  the  first  half 
of  1971  will  be  up  sharply  from  the  267  million  pounds 
for  January-June  1970. 

Output  in  Federally  inspected  processing  plants  for 
January-February  this  year  totaled  81.4  million  pounds, 
ready-to-cook— 30  percent  above  a  year  earlier.  The 
number  of  turkeys  marketed  in  these  2  months  totaled 
5.6  million,  about  1.4  million  above  a  year  earlier.  The 
larger  number  of  turkeys  marketed  was  partially  offset 
by  a  2  percent  decline  in  average  liveweight  to  18.5 
pounds. 

Based  on  the  number  of  poults  hatched  in  late  1970 
and  early  1971,  output  likely  will  continue  sharply 
above  a  year  earlier  this  spring.  However,  meat  output 
typically  is  seasonally  light  during  January-June.  In 
1970,  first  half  output  accounted  for  only  about  a  fifth 
of  the  year's  output.  Although  output  is  up  substantially 
in  the  first  half,  it  will  still  be  a  relatively  small 
proportion  of  the  total  output  for  1971. 

Prices  Reduced 

Increased  turkey  meat  supplies  and  sharply  larger 
pork  supplies  have  held  turkey  prices  below  a  year 
earlier  since  late  1970.  Live  turkey  prices  during 
January -March  averaged  21.4  cents  a  pound,  about  a 
cent  below  October-December  1970  and  4  cents  below 
January-March  1970.  New  York  wholesale  prices  for 
young  hens  8-16  pounds  frozen  ready-to-cook  turkeys 
during  the  first  quarter  of  this  year  averaged  36.8  cents  a 
pound  compared  with  46.6  cents  a  year  earlier.  Prices 
for  14-20  pound  young  toms  averaged  33.4  cents  a 
pound,  compared  with  39.4  cents  last  year. 

USDA  ended  purchases  in  early  March  of  canned 
boned  turkey  for  distribution  to  food  help  programs. 
Since  the  program  was  started  in  May  1970,  purchases 
have  totaled  601,800  dozen  cans  of  turkey,  equivalent 
to  25.7  million  pounds  of  whole  carcass  turkey  at  a  cost 
of  $8.4  million.  Of  this  total  129,200  dozen  cans, 
equivalent  to  5.4  million  pounds  of  whole  carcass,  were 
purchased  in  1971. 

Gross  Income  From  Turkeys 

Gross  income  from  turkeys  in  1970  totaled  $492.2 
million,  9  percent  more  than  in  1969.  The  gain  resulted

from  selling  more  turkey  at  a  slightly  higher  average 
price.  Gross  income  was  above  a  year  earlier  in  all 
regions  of  the  United  States. 

Sales  of  turkeys  during  1970  totaled  114.8  million 
birds,  up  8  percent  from  1969.  Turkeys  sold  in  1970 
totaled  2,172  million  pounds  liveweight,  compared  with 
2,018  million  in  the  previous  year.  The  average 
liveweight  of  birds  sold  in  1970  was  18.9  pounds,  down 
slightly  from  the  19.1  in  1969.  Growers  reported  that  74 
percent  of  the  light  breeds  and  3  percent  of  the  heavy 
breeds  raised  were  sold  as  fryer-roasters.  During  1969, 
about  80  percent  of  the  light  breeds  and  3  percent  of 
heavy  breeds  were  sold  as  fryer-roasters. 


TURKEY  OUTLOOK 

Production  Cutback  Indicated 

Fewer  turkeys  are  likely  in  the  last  half  of  1971. 
Producers  have  responded  to  declining  turkey  prices  and 
increased  feed  costs  by  increasing  marketings  of  turkey 
breeder  hens  and  reducing  hatchery  activity.  The 
turkey-feed  price  ratio  in  March  was  4.3,  compared  with 
5.6  for  March  1970  and  the  lowest  since  May  1968. 

Turkey  growers  indicated  plans  as  of  January  1  to 
raise  slightly  fewer  turkeys  this  year  than  last.  Current 
indicators  point  to  producers  being  serious  about  cutting 
back.  Hatchery  activity  increased  seasonally  in  March 
but  fell  below  year-earlier  levels  for  the  first  time  since 
December  1969.  Poult  production  in  March  was  down  6 
percent  and  turkey  eggs  in  incubators  on  April  1— a  good 
indicator  or  the  April  hatch— were  down  9  percent  from 
April  1,  1970.  Turkey  poult  production  reaches  a  peak 
in  April  and  May  with  each  month's  output  normally 
accounting  for  nearly  a  fifth  of  the  year's  production. 

Although  July-December  1970  testings  of  turkey 
breeder  flocks  were  12  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier, 
testings  fell  sharply  in  early  1971.  Also,  marketings  of 
young  banded  breeders  through  Federally  inspected 
slaughter  plants  have  been  well  above  the  previous  year 
since  October  1970. 

Below  year-earlier  poult  production  in  recent  weeks 
probably  will  result  in  turkey  slaughter  falling  below  last 


year  early  this  summer,  and  slaughter  may  lag  during  the 
balance  of  1971. 

Price  Recovery  Perhaps  by  Fall 

Turkey  prices  this  spring  and  summer  probably  will 
remain  below  1970  levels.  Turkey  meat  supplies  will 
likely  be  well  above  a  year  ago  during  this  period. 
April  1  cold  storage  turkey  stocks  at  141  million  pounds 
were  up  40  million  pounds  from  April  1,  1970.  In 
addition,  turkey  meat  output  this  spring  is  expected  to 
be  up  sharply  from  last  spring.  Continued  plentiful 
broiler  supplies  and  large  supplies  of  pork  will  continue 
to  depress  turkey  prices  in  coming  months.  If  turkey 
producers  cut  back  production  during  the  heavy 
marketing  season,  as  now  seems  likely,  prices  may 
strengthen  and  average  near  year-earlier  levels  in  the  fall. 
Although  pork  supplies  will  continue  large  in  the  fall, 
they  likely  will  be  less  than  in  the  fall  of  1970. 


HATCHERY  NUMBERS  DECLINE 

The  trend  to  fewer  and  larger  commercial  chicken 
and  turkey  hatcheries  has  continued  in  recent  years. 
Also,  total  egg  setting  capacity  for  both  chickens  and 
turkeys  has  declined.  Despite  lower  egg  setting  capacity, 
the  chick  hatch  was  a  record  high  in  1970.  This  means 
that  the  available  capacity  is  being  utilized  more 
intensively. 

Chicken  Hatcheries-There  were  1,209  commercial 
chicken  hatcheries  operating  in  the  United  States  on 
January  1  this  year  compared  with  1,486  on  January  1, 
1969,  and  more  than  3,500  in  1961.  Current  egg  setting 
capacity  of  chick  hatcheries  has  also  continued  a 
downtrend.  On  January  1,  1971,  the  Nation's  hatcheries 
had  a  capacity  of  445  million  eggs,  about  2  million 
below  1969  and  64  million  less  than  in  1961.  In  1971 
each  hatchery  held  an  average  of  368,000  eggs,  up  from 
305,000  in  1969  and  144,000  in  1961.  However,  80 
percent  of  the  capacity  is  currently  concentrated  in  less 
than  a  half  of  the  total  hatcheries.  Of  the  1,209  chicken 
hatcheries  in  early  1971,  the  554  with  capacities  of 
200,000  eggs  and  over  accounted  for  85  percent  of  the 
total  egg  capacity  for  all  hatcheries.  The  largest 
hatcheries  have  been  replacing  the  smaller  ones, 
probably  because  of  economies  of  scale  associated  with 
larger  operations  and  increased  integration  of  the 
poultry  industry.  Since  1965,  only  the  largest  hatcheries 
with  500,000  eggs  or  more  capacity  have  increased  in 
number. 

The  number  of  chick  hatcheries  declined  in  all 
regions  during  the  past  2  years.  Egg  capacity  increased  in 
the  North  Atlantic,  South  Atlantic,  and  South  Central 
regions,  but  declined  elsewhere. 

U.S.  chick  hatcheries  produced  a  record  3.8  billion 
chicks  during  January-December  1970.  This  was  nearly  6 
percent  greater  than  the  1969  production  of  3.6  billion 
chicks.  The  leading  State  in  broiler  chick  hatchings  was 
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Arkansas  followed  by  Georgia,  Alabama,  North  Carolina, 
and  Mississippi.  These  5  States  accounted  for  63  percent 
of  the  broiler  chicks  hatched  in  1970.  Broiler  chick 
hatchings  accounted  for  85  percent  of  chicks  hatched  in 
1970.  The  5  leading  States  in  egg-type  chicks  hatched  in 
1970  were  California,  Georgia,  Florida,  Indiana,  and 
Pennsylvania.  These  5  States  accounted  for  40  percent 
of  egg-type  chicks  hatched  in  1970. 

Turkey  Hatcheries— There  were  252  turkey  hatcheries 
on  January  1  this  year  compared  with  303  in  1969  and 
621  in  1961.  Egg  setting  capacity  in  turkey  hatcheries 
totaled  49.3  million  eggs  in  early  1971.  This  was  down 
4.5  million  from  1969  but  only  slightly  below  1961.  The 
average  capacity  for  each  hatchery  was  up  to  195,500 
eggs,  about  18,000  above  1969  and  115,000  larger  than 


in  1961.  In  1971,  the  57  hatcheries  with  capacities  of 
100,000  eggs  or  more  accounted  for  more  than  90 
percent  of  total  hatchery  capacity.  Between  1969  and 
1971,  only  hatcheries  with  capacities  of  500,000  eggs  or 
more  did  not  decrease  in  number.  This  group  increased 
by  only  1  hatchery  during  the  2  years.  However, 
capacity  in  this  group  grew  from  a  fourth  of  the  total  on 
January  1, 1969,  to  a  third  in  1971. 

Commercial  turkey  hatcheries  produced  129.7 
million  poults  in  1970,  highest  since  the  record  137.8 
million  hatched  in  1967.  The  leading  States  in  poult 
production  in  1970  were  Minnesota,  California, 
No  rth  Carolina,  Missouri,  and  Texas.  These  States 
accounted  for  nearly  60  percent  of  the  total  turkey 
poults  hatched  in  1970.
